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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 is vague and indefinite concerning the structure claimed involving the 
transmission means and the connecting means. The specification discloses transmission 
means as extending between the engine and the connecting means (see page 5, lines 1-4), 
not extending between the connecting means and the vehicle as claimed. It also appears 
impossible that this is different language than that used in the specification to claim 
element 44 extending between the connecting means and the vehicle because then the 
connecting means would extend from the engine to the transmission means, and not to 
the vehicle. Also, it is now unclear what the "transmission means" is transmitting, since 
the claim now specifies that it is the connecting means that transmits thrust from the 
engine to the vehicle. 

Claim 7 contains the apparent typographical error of "any of claims 3". Claim 10 has a 

similar error in claiming dependence from "any of claims 7." 

In claim 16, "the outer component" has no antecedent basis in the claims. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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4. Claims 1, 2 and 16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
GB 2360749. 

See especially Figure 1, noting that pylon 40 (corresponding to the claimed "connecting 
means") extends from the aircraft, passes through housing 28, and is connected to engine 
core 34. Element 32 is considered to correspond to the "transmission means" since it 
connects the engine to the connecting means and, thus, to the aircraft. Also disclosed are 
the struts 38 to carry the outer housing. 

5. Claims 3-15 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
